No Gloom in the Presence of tbe Angel of 
Death— Brooklyn In Mourning— The 
President's Condolences - Mrs. 

Hccplier's Toui^hlng Li'ttcr. 

— Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher died in the presence of 
most of the members of his family. Those 
present were Col. H. B. Beecher, his 
wife, his daughters Hatlde and Daisy, and 
Ids son, Henry Ward Beecher, Miss 
Edith Beecher, W. C. Boeclier and wife, 
Rev. .Samuel Scoville and Mrs. S. Sco- 
ville, eldest daugliter of Rev. Henry 
AVaril Iteecher, Miss Sojville, who bus 
jusi come from the I'aeilic coast. Miss 
liullard. Rev. T. B. Halliday and wife, 
Bollii, the Scotch nurse, who has been 
with the family for many years and was 
the special favorite of the deceased 
preacher, the mule nnise, S. V. White, 
E. O. Seacoinb, one of the trusli;es of 
Plymouth church, and Mayor .1. K. 
Pond. 

Seacoiub came out .at 10;. (0 and said 
that no .■iirangeiuelits had bcrii made lor 
tin: funeral further than pn ividing that 
Ibey should he carried out by llopiier, of 
Brooklyn. 

Dr. Searle said he had noticed a chuiige 
in the patient's condition at 6:30 a. m., 
and he had sumnioned all the family to 

the beilside, luomentiirily expecting his 
deatli, but he lingered miieh longer than 
bad been expected. lie passed away 
gradually, almost imperceptibly, drawing 
bis lust breath without a])pai'ent suH'ering 
or ret urn to consciousness in any degree.

.Some time ago H. W. Sage, a member 
of I'lyuioiith cliurcli, ap|)roi)riated in his 
will a sum of money to ])la.ce a statue of 
lieeclier in rrospect Park after his de- 
cease. l,>uincy Wood, tbe well-known 
sculptor, who is to do tho work, will call 
al tho house ui the course of tho day f'>r 
the purpose of makuig a plaster oast of 
his features. 

It is not mtendod that any examina- 
tion shall be made of Beeoher's brain 
lugans. 

The news of Beceher's death spread 
very ipiickly to all jiarts of the city, and 
Brooklyn may now he said to be a city of 
mourning. Even those,; f who did not 
ahvnys concur witli Mr. Beecher in his 
views, had no hesilatioii in <!XiiresHing 
their deep regret at bis death. .\s a mark 
of respect to bis memory the llags on 
public buildings wore placed at Imlf-mast, 
and Mayor Whitney had tbo city hall hell 
lolled. A eoinmittee appointed by tho 
ollicers of Plymouth church hist Sunday 
lo take charge of tho funeral, iiiado the 
ueci^Hsary arrangements this morning, and 
in deference to a .visb of the deceased, a 
wreath of flowoi^ was hung on tho door 
bell instead oF tho customary orape 
drapery^

The inventor of this more 
or less ready method of appropriating tho 
things which belong to others is, wo are 
not proud to sfiy, an Englishwoman, mar- 
ried some twenty years ago in Fra}ioe. 
Apparently her intimate experiences of 
life in the country of tho fiaul, and pos- 
sibly the Hharjiening of her inventive fa- 
culties by contact with the over-inveutive 
intelligence of Paris, have conduced to 
the'developmeut of an ingenuity whicli 
seems quite natural to tind expression 
there in the elaboration of "plots." In 
any case, it seems reasonable to conclude 
trom tho subtlety of her powm-a of coui- 
bination, as now exposed, that whe had 
att^iined to a high dogroo of mastery intlie 
ditUcult craft when .slu! elected to put hur 
tchome of actiiiii to tho tost of practice. 
The little comedy of every day life de- 
vised by her was this; she advertised in 
some of the newspapers the ofl'er in mar- 
riage either of ayoimgwidow posHessed of 
a milliim of francs, or "a wealthy girl who 
had lost her reputation." lltr proliunn- 
ary studies of human nature, and especial- 
ly of its French averagti of quality, were 
sufticiuntly deo]) aiul accunito, as her cx- 
perionco, down to a certain point fully 
assured her. (iudgoons siiapjied at her 
gilded bait, ;uul found it to consist of a 
very haud.sume young woman- -also I'lnu- 
lish, by the way, and notwithstanding the 
belief, or affected belief, of all true i'ai is- 
ians that all Englishwomen are ugly be- 
cause thoy are Enf;liBh\vomon - wlio is 
stated to hiivo gone away to England with 
several French fortune-hunters in siicces- 
sion, after having gone through tlio mar- 
riage ceremony with them. According to 
tho plan of action laid down for her, the 
honeymoon of her vfotiioBi^^.Vas only al- 
lowed to endure just so long as to enable 
her to got off with her wedding prcsciiits 
and any jewelry that came eoiivenicuilly 
to her liajid. Some of those who enjoyed 
— or did not enjoy— this brief exiierionco 
of her charming society aro said to occupy 
such elevated ])osition8 as to make tliuni 
ashamed to make their griefs public 
which may, perhaps, have shown more 
wisdom ami a nicer sense of ])ropriuty 
than they had uxhibitod precodontly. lUit 
the. discovery of the swindle, brought to a 
practical result by tho arrest of tlio mil 
UQnAiro widow, at tho moment when she 
was about ntarting for England to meet a 
fresh dupe, must have caused »^|^']wd

sible. When we consider the great num- 
ber of deaths and the vast properly iles- 
truction annually resulting from these 
causes, we are in a mood to gladly .accept 
any means thfit M'ill provide safely against 
such catjistrophos. 

Thk trade didlar is proving a very 
troublesome coin to mir American neigli- 
Ihu'S. The original jiurpose of this piece of 
money ^vas entirely f(U' e.xidiange witli f^r 
eign countries, especially China. .\ gre.it 
many tluuisauds of them went into that 
country, and through various channels 
have lately found their w.aj' back to the 
Ignited St.ites. As the trade dollar con- 
taina 420 grains of silver, troy weight, 
it is eight grains heavier than tho stfui- 
daril silver dollar, coniinonly known ;is 
the "daddies d(dlar." It h;iviiig lieen 
supposed that this coin would not he re- 
deemed at its face value, it has not been 
received in business except at a tliscouiit 
of from ten to twenty per cent. ; but u 
number of speoidators formed an assooia- 
ciatioii to purchase uU the trade dollars 
they could get ludd of. Their agents have 
been busy for some time in all tho largo 
cities, and it is now helicvcd that thoy 
have bought up almost tho entire out- 
standing amount. It appears that these 
dealers know just what they wore about. 
A chiuse in tho coinage act of 1873, which 
has been geneiidly overlooked, made the 
trade didlar a legal tender for any amount 
not exceeding live dollars in one ]);iyment. 
But as this would bo equivalent t<j tho 
purchase of so much silver bullion to be 
melted down and made into' standard dol- 
lars, a s(Uiate bill is now before congress 
which regulates this rudemptiiin liy linut- 
in^ thj! period t<.> si.x months. This tiiui) 
wUl be amply suthcient for the speculators 
to unload and reali^te handsome profits.

.\nd while an unfoi-tiinate word dro]i]ied 
from tho lijis of sonie potentate may ill 
any moment oiien the llnod gales of 
slaughter, or a fortunate silence at a criti- 
cal time may occasion a still further delay 
of the beginning, wo have space to think 
of some of tlie iieciiliar terrors thai, will 
form proiuineiil parts of this contest. 
.Sinc(' the last, L.'ener.ul war iuniu'iise ad- 
vances have been loadu in all departments 
of military science. The land and water 
methods for destroying human life have 
now reached a degree of deadly effective- 
ness unexampled in all tho records of the 
jiast. So rajiidly has this develoiuiicnt 
gom; on dnriiig the last I'ew years that a 
conflict in which hundreds of i hou.saud.s of 
civilized soldiers tjike part will now ho as 
little like the battles of fifteen or t wenty 
years ago as wore these struggles like the 
wars of the past centuries. The matter 
of killing has neon reduced to a fine art, 
and by tlie a]iplications of purely scientific 
lirincijiles, the reimival of enemies can he 
accomplished with a swiftness scarcely 
foreseen by the wildest dreamer of other 
days. IM/ig-izino rilles and umchiiie bat- 
teries li;ivi! - eajiacity for sweeping away 
troops So fast that any battle in tho open 
country must bo of uxcecdingly short liiir- 
ation. If not sp/eedily decided by a gen- 
ei-al bayonet charge, one side iiiUHt sjieed- 
ily retreat, or nearly tho entire force of 
both armies would be destroyed. But it 
is possible that the very frightful nature 
of tlioso weapons may prove an agent for 
saving life. The most desperate warriors 
will scari'oly dare to face many of these 
awful eiK'c Mil iters, and, after a few of them, 
all nations engaged will gladly seek a 
peaceful sottleiiient.

The official report of the accident shows 
that throe persona wC'-is killed and two 
others badly in jiuvd. M iiii]ii';us that a 
number of piisseugiMs loft ihe train .-it 
Seventeenth street niul .started to walk 
alons the narrow foot-plank on the .side 
of the track to the station at Fourteenth 
street. Wiiile doin^ so the blockado was 
■released and the JimpsjKtegJUiJtO sbirfc^and 
shook the iiathway'to mi&H an erbentthat 
a number of the passengers wore thrown 
down to the! street BoIq^v, , w^fch, the result 
stated. 

The narrow platform from which the 
people fell wa.s alxiut two and one-half 
feet in width. It is used by trackmen 
when on duty, and above B'ourteenth 
street is not provided with hand rails. 
When the passengers left the blocked cars 
and took to tlie platform the gatenien of 
thu train oflVued no objection .is tiiey 
ought to have done. A liiii<r line of meii 
was picking its way slowly wlien suddenly 
the train ahead stai'ted up and began to 
mom The next-one followed suit and a 
successive series of jerks went along the 
line up to tlie last tr ain. K.'ich sliook tlie 
track with a convulsive movement tlial 
frightened those in front and m.ule tlioni 
. hurry along inpidly to reach the .station. 
Those behind saw they were scared and 
p;ot nervous in turn. Sonio were look- 
ing-'anxioutly round for support and 
about a dozen walking single, just below 
15th street, in sight of the pl.-itform, 
hurried forward to cateh the gate of the 
nearest ciir when the train of which it was 
a part suddeidy skated ahead and nearly 
shook the foremost one oli hia feet. 
Shrinking back from in front of the mov- 
ing wheels he crowded against the men 
tehind him on the very edge of the narrow 
plank walk. From below, where the 
crowd was watching the progress of the 
promonaders in mid air, a sli(jut of warn 
ing arose, but to(j late. The man soiled 
wildly at his neighbor in terror of Ins life. 
The latter drew back but the crowd be- 
hind) was preasing on. Those further be- 
hind saw a niomontary halt of thu crowd 
in front, and tiien half a dozen were seen 
falling over thi^ edge into the street below 
from wliicli ai'i>su a friglitened siiriek of 
despair, .\fu-..- the men struck the jiave- 
muut and 1., I'Lvnli a ,uid mangled, cliere 
followed a wild rush m the street and a 
wildw rand inoro ' desperate one above in 
the air. The venturesome pedestrians 
caught at the gates of the train as it 
])aggod and clung wilh tliogri]iof desi)air. 
It pulled up .-uid stopj)ed jihuost inunedi- 
ately. The frightened and breathless men 
were pulled in and room was made fc ir 
others. In two minutes the plank walk 
dear. Do^vn below in the stt^aet a scene 
of horror was in progress. Tlie men had 
fallen in the ndddle of the street in a 
heap. Thov lay, some motionless, some 
moaning faintly, and one siirieking wildlj' 
in pain and terror. The crowd of tliou- 
sands who had watched the blockade from 
below surged around and closed in upon 
the scene; 

Ten had fallen from the track, all told; 
that is, ten wore found dead or injured. 
If any escajied unhurt they were not 
counted. Thu three at the bottom of the 
heap were dead. They had fallen head 
lirst and .smashed in their skulls. A 
wagon was calleil and they were taken to 
the morgue. .Se^■eral of tlieiii were more 
or less terribly injured .iiid .some of them 
: . will die.

Wednksiiay, March 9. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:15 p.m.

Mr. Bole, chairman of the committee 
appointed to enquiro into tho disposal of 
timber liuuls ih the province, reported to 
the bouse.

THE QirKKN's JUllILBK. 

The honorable attorney-general moved 
that a select committee be ap- 
pointed for tlio piir])i>so of j)roparing a 
congratulatory address to Her Most 
Gracious Majesty on the occasion of the 
fiftieth year of accession to tlie\throne, 
such committeo to consist of Messrs. 
Beuvon, Baker aud the moveg, 

Thu mover regrotted^uiat he whose 
duty and privilege it would have been to 
move this resolution w.aa unable to bo pre- 
sent in his seat ill the houso. He referred 
to themarvoloiis development of the Brit- 
ish emiiiro under tho bciieficont reign of 
(air cpioon and to the excellent record as 
a ccmstitutionaj sovereign she will hand 
down to future gonoratioiis. Above all 
tbinga which endeared her majesty to her 
subjects ttiroughout'.tlie British ,Doim«: 
ions were those domestio- virtiues.' which 
adorned her reigii, -' 

Mr. Boaveii, in seconding the-' resolu- 
tion, reiieated the riigret that the lion, 
leader of tho govcriimoiit was unable to 
be present to move this resolution. It was 
a matter of groat Coiignitiilation through- 
out the whole of the British oiiiiuro that 
luir (pieeii hail re:iched her llftieth j'car 
in her accustomed good health. She had 
been a constitutloiuii ' monarch, none 
more so, and her doiiiestic virtues were 
ci|ually as coiisijicuouB. 

Mr. Bole wmild he .si^ciuid to none in 
his desire to present a .suitable .address to 
her majesty, to whom we owe .a loyal, iiii- 
swei'viii'_; alli'gi.iin-c. Since l,)iU!en \'ic- 
t(U-i,a li.-iil •■isceiided the liritisli llirone the 
world had witnessed uiiex;mi)iled siriibjs 
in arts /iiid science and the gou-r.-ii ad- 
vancemeiit of the liuin.-iii family. Tele- 
gr.:i]diy atl'iirdeil an excellent illustration of 
this .idvancenioiit. Only a few months 
ago New Westiiiiiistor had sunt congratu- 
hitioiiR tii Old West minster, and had re- 
ceived a reply in six miimtes, time and 
sp.-ice being viitiially annihilated. Refer 
enci! was in;ide to the international exhi- 
bitions founded by t he prince consort , ••iml 
ti l the great good which they had accom- 
plished. The Union .Jack had triumphed 
overywhereoii huid and seaj tho.coufeder- 
ation of tho British Ahierican colonies was 
acconiiilislied miil are now hoiiml together 
not only by h.-iiids of iron but by the 
stronger ties of blond jind interest. Our 
ijood y iieen, besides being an exeiiiidary 
wife and uiotliei', had been a constitution- 
al sovereign who had commanded the re- 
spect of the wbole oivilized-world, and 
when the pioper time came he did not be- 
lieve our A mcric.'iii ciuiains would be 
found w.aiiting in their congratulations. 
As he had not been ahlo ti) take his seat 
regiiitaly in the house lie w.as unaware 
that this ipieHtioii was coming up or he 
would have endeavored to have .s.aid some- 
tiling' further upon it, but nevertheless 
he felt that coming from ii city iiaiiieil by 
her in.'ijesty be could nut sit silent .'ind 
neglect: to tell Unit the liearts of the peo- 
ple of that city heat in loyal sympatln 
with their gxacioiu sovereign. 

Mr. Gran^. told of a little incident ti i 
.show how thu syinp.ithy of the (!,)ueoii ex- 
tuniled to people in the lower walks o( 
life. Tliis was the secret of Her Ma- 
jesty's name being revered by her people 
in all pnrl« of the|^ritisli onipire, 

Col. Baker could only add bis feelings 
of intense loyally in vuliiig for this reso- 
lution. He referred brielly to Her Ma- 
jesty's long coiistitutiimid reign and to 
the mail}' virtuesof her private chaivicter. 

Mr. Seinlin, as a native Canadian, cmild 
state that in no portion of ilie British 
empire had Her Majesty more true and 
loyal subjects than in the nomiiiioii of 
Canada. (Hear, hear.) He could well 
ruineinbur at a timu when a portion of her 
Jominions we,!:©, in. dangei:, with wliat 
alacrity tho j'ouiig men cjitne forward and 
volunteered their serviee.s. Cort.'iinly, 
no Hovereii(U was mure deserving of that 
loyalty, and in no part of the einiure was 
it incu'o cortli.-dly cxtoiulcd. He could 
only repeat what other nieniburs had aaid 
expressive of their n^gret at the absence 
of the premier. Resulutiim passed.
